Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: it was 
proposed to amend independent claim 1 to include the limitations of dependent claim 3 so as to further define the 
specific characteristics or properties of the metallic composition and its crystals. In addition, incorporation of the 
limitations of claims 14-16 into independent claim 13 for the same reasons expressed above was discussed. The 
proposed amendment is in connection with applicant's arguments in the reply 05/04/10 in which applicant asserted the 
presence of those characteristics/properties (crystal structure) in the claimed metallic composition due to the pressing 
technique applied thereto. Applicant approved the proposed amendment and submitted a supplemental amendment to 
that effect (see the Supplemental Amendment dated 05/13/10 for details concerning the claim amendments).
